In 1855 the rcpublienu majority in Vbi.s 


stnto, wits I2j488j hut in 1857 the majority 
for Knndall was quite small. Why was 
this? In that year some $400,000 wax 
Ion ned from the school fund by democratic 
ofliciftls; the chief of whom wns David W. 
•JotiC3| then running a second time for the 
office of Secretary of State ; and he engi- 
neered the loans in such n way as to elect 
himself und Squire-s, the bank comptroller. 
On the strength of having this amount to 
lend, they promised, it is said, many millions 
more, if thty were elected. 
They were 


elected, but the dopes who believed them 
never got the money. In the distribution 
of the school fund Dune rounty received the 
benefit of over $100,000 in loans, or more 
than twice as much as Rock, Kichland, 
Crawford, Grant and Kenosha together. In 
the last named counties the result of the 
election was not materially affected, but in 
Dane county .Tones got a majority of 800, 
while really the republicans ought to have 
had Ja majority 'of 500. 
In fifteen coun- 


ties in the .state, viz: Dane, Manitowoc, 
lown, Dodge, Jefferson, Wnusharn, Co- 
lumbia, Marquette, Milwaukee, Sauk, Ln 
Fayettc, Portage, Fond du Lac, IVaupacn 
and Waukeshn, there waa loaned in 1857, 
and most of it just before election, |253,- 
705. 
The result was a democratic gain in 


these 15 counties of 4661 more votes than 
they had cast in any one year before, arid for 
the Secretary of State particularly, a gain 
of 3580 votea, double the -amount of his 
majority of that year. The loans inado 
other counties than the 15 above mentionec 
did not appear to l>e liberal enough to In 
rotas, and the, democratic ticket fell som 
what behind. This is not the first time th 
school fund has been put to corrupt nnc 
demoralizing purposes jttat before importan 
state elections, but it In the first time thn 
it produced so marked a result.

He tlarsent quote n single para- 
graph from my article in Harper's Magazine, 
but prostitutes a high governmental of/ire to 
propagate falsehood.

I pronounce the author of that 
pamphlet a calumniator,' etc., etc.

These distinguished champions of de- 


mocracy have lately given to the world an 
exposition of the power of congress to gov 
ern the territories. While they differ in re- 
spect to the power of territorial governments, 
when organized, they agree upon the ques- 
tion of the power of congress to legislate 
for the territories upon the subject of slavery, 
They both lay down the proposition that 
slaves arc recognised us property by the 
constitution and that congress cannot con- 
stitutionally legislate to prohibit slavery any. 
where. Black holds that the government of 
a territory, cannot by legislation or other 
wise, in any way interfere with the right o 
property in slaves, nnd that under the con 
stitution slaves may be taken to the terrilo 
rics and hold them, until the people shal 
abolish it in forming a state constitution or 
by act of their legislnlrue after they are ad 
mitted into the Union »s a state. Douglas 
iays that slave's may be taken to the territo 
ries under the constitution, but when once 
there, the people of the territories have tht 
power legally to control tftem like other prop 
erty, but that in the absence of Jaws to the 
contrary they muy be legally held there 
without stopping to examine, whether there 
d really any practical difference between 
liem, or whether the power to control slaves as 
ther property includes the power to ilwtroy 
it, or the right to it. I propose to examine 
the question of the power of the federal 
government to govern the territories direct- 
ly, and of congressional legislation over and 
for them and the people therein. In the 
Philadelphia platform adopted by tho re- 
publican national convention iu 1856, it is 
iifh'rmed — "That the constitution confers 
upon congress sovereign power over the ter- 
ritories of the United States for their gov- 
ernment, and that in the exercise of this 
power it is both the right and the duty of 
congress to prohibit in the territories, those 
twin relics of barbarism, polygamy mid sla- 
very." 


This power, it is claimed, is conferred by 


section 2 of article 3, which declnms that 
' the congress shall have power to dispose 
of, and make all needful rules and reguhv 
ions respecting the territory or other prop- 
erty belonging to the United States.'' 
L'p 


0 the introduction of the Kiincas-Xcbraskd 
nil so amended as to repeal or abrogatn the 
Missouri compromise, so called, it had nev- 
er been doubted by anybody, that by virtue 
if this clause alone, congress did possess 
'ul I power to legislate for the territories up- 
on all rightful subjects of legislation. The 
uprenie court of the United States, in five 
iiferent cases, decided that the power was 
ouferrcd by this clause above cited. Vari- 
us .state court* had decided in the same 
vay, and the supreme court of the territory 
f Wisconsin, in the case of the territory 
gainst Doty, declared tho snmo doctrine. 
'he supreme court of the United States, in 
le case of Carter, 1st Peters' lieports 511, 
case which arose in Florida while a terri- 


tory, declared that it was a territory of the 


'nited States and governed by virtue of this 
ausc of the constitution. 
Perhaps, bays Chief Justice Marshall, the

The dominion over Louisiana was in 


France, over Florida, in Spain, and over 
California and New Mexico, in tho Mexican 
Republic, before we acquired them from 
their respective governments. The people 
in those provinces respectively owed allegi- 
ance to the governments under whose do- 


minion they were, and the governments re- 
spectively had title to all the lands which 
had not already been granted by them to 
persons or corporations. Now what did the 
United States acquire when it obtained the 
cession of these several provinces, and what 
effect did the acquisition by and cession to 
the United States have upon the people 
therein at the time? It is clear that the 
title to the lands which which had not 
already been "disposed of, passed to the 
United States of America, but what became 
of the people ? Did they at once cease to 
owe allegiance to any sovereignty ? Did 
they at once become discharged from the 
dominion of every sovereign power, or Aid 
they pass nt once from the dominion of 
their former sovereign to that of the new 
sovereign, the United States of America ? 
To ask theao questions is to answer them; 
for no one will deny that the whole power, 
sovereignty and dominion which the ceding 
government possessed over the territory 
ceded, and the people therein, passed nt 
once to, and was vested in the United States.

[The following from tho "journal of n 


traveler," has been handed to us for publtj 
cation :1 


" This beautiful city, which I reached on 


Saturday the 24th inst., is aitunted near the 
center of Rock county \Vis.f and contains 
from ten to twelve thousand inhabitant*. It 
lias railroad connections with Chicago nnd 
Milwaukee on lake Michigan, and Prairie 
<ln Chein on the Mississippi river. The 
water power afforiled by Bock river 5a ex- 
cellent for manufacturing purposes, bull 
should judge from a cursory glance, that its 
value in this respect is not fully appreciated. 
This river is a shade too small for naviga- 
tion; but meandering as it does through 
the midst of the city, over n bed of rock, 
nnd crowned with beds of limestone, or 
hugged with gentle slopes from the prairies, 
affords a picturesque ness seldom equaled. 
While passing over the lost eight miles of 
road from Chicwgo I conjectured that there 
must be n thrifty village tihead, from 'the 
beautiful farming country through which we 
w«re traveling. This conjecture was not 
ill-founded. 


The principal thoroughfares of Jancsville 


1 found ao crowded un to occasion the en- 
quiry aa to whether there was not a fair goj 
ing on or a convention being held in the 
city. But this was perhaps an unusually 
stirring day 5 if not, then certainly the good 
people of Janesville will not be flattered if 
J should write it down in my journal that 
this is the most business like place of its 
size I have stopped at in the whole north 
west. It is liberally laid out, and possesses 
a number of private residences that compare 
favorably with those of larger places. — 
Among the architectural adornments worthy 
of particular mention, 1 note the Institute 
for the Blind. This is a atone structure 
from the quarries in Ihe immediate neigh- 
borhood. It is a limestone, slightly vat le- 
gated with a modest tint of yellow, not 
glaring to the eyes, like white marble nor 
frowning and afinber like the brown sand- 
stone of the east. It is constructed after 
the modern school of architecture, and con- 
sists of main and lateral wings. It is sur- 
mounted with an octagonal cupola having 
nn 0. G. dome, which in supported by eight 
fluted columns with elaborately ornamented 
Corinthian capitals. From this cupola I 
obtained a magnificent view of Jnncsvillc 
and its surroundings* I have stood upon 
the Porcupine mountains, that skirt Superi- 
or, and the scene was a varied one ; from 
tho heights of the Alleglianiea I have look- 
ed upon a wild wilderness ot view, but this 
ontequals either in diversity and beauty of 
landscape. Before me lay the city, spread 
out upon the .slopes of the river like a map> 
From out tho distance, where tho sky is 
wont to kiss the earth, comes the meander- 
ing river that stretches its lazy length away 
for miles in serpentine windings. 
Far 


nway to the south the high table lauds are 
spread out, checkered with fences, dotted 
with houses and ornamented with groves. 
I oould only conjecture how far beyond the 
sweep pf vision these prairies reach, as the 
Hky seems id rest down upon them, inter- 
.cept'mg the "vi.iu.al ray serene." Beauti- 
,ful are the vales of Cashtmrc audTeuipein 
vtho land of the citron nnd the vine ; and 
ibcantiful are the valleys of the Lena where 
ithe stately palm is nourished, but here, not 
enchanted by distance is
